Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 31 , 32, 34-43, 45-53, 55, 56, and 69-72 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not appear to disclose or suggest a motivation to combine an occlusion 
clip applicator, comprising, inter alia: 

a pair of jaws, each jaw having: proximal and distal jaw ends, an inner 
engaging side and an opposite outer side, a clip slot formed through the jaw from 
the inner engaging side to the outer side and extending distally from and through 
the proximal jaw end, a pair of parallel support shelves bounding at least a 
portion of the clip slot, the support shelves each having an outer surface facing 
away from the inner engaging side of the jaw; and a pair of ramps bounding a 
proximal portion of the clip slot, each ramp having a proximal end, wherein the 
proximal ends of the ramps have outer surfaces that match and re aligned with 
the respective support rails of the clip holder and are continuous with the outer 
surfaces of the respective support shelves.
